of the British cruiser Royalist proceed­ 
ed to the scene and shelled the villages 
along the coast where the murders 
were committed. 
The natives desert­ 
ed the villages and tied to the hills, 
where they are safe from pursuit. 
Other cases of cannib alism on the isl­ 
ands are reported. 
It was on one of these islands that 
Mr. Rates, an English yachtman, land­ 
ed from his vessel and started into the 
woods. 1 Le never came b uck. A small 
party vainly searched for him, and 
for years trade goods lauded on the 
island were done up in wrappers on 
which were printed the words, “ Bates, 
we are looking for you." 
It was also 
on one of the Solomon group chat an 
unfortunate Italian was kept as a slave 
for a numb er of years, until he finally 
got a chance to escape to New Britain, 
where at last account.» In* was living 
among tin* natives, his mind almost 
wholly destroyed b y his sufferings of 
earlier years. 
Tiie Solomon Islands are among the 
chief centers of cannib alism in the Pa­ 
cific. 
But tin* greatest feat of canni­ 
b alism recently reported from that 
part of the world relates to a!>out duo 
Chinese immigrants to Australia who 
were wrecked in the ship St. Paul on 
Eossel Island. 
Mr. Basil Thomas says 
the ill fated Chinese were kept b y the 
savages of Kassil Island on a small 
island near them, where they were 
confined in an enclosure and half 
starved. 
The 
natives carried them 
over to the b ig island at the rate of 
three a day to b e killed and eaten, un­ 
til only one was left to tell the story.

correspondence m ay he effected w ith 
regard to their w ork in general 
A c ­ 
cordingly, in m any legal offices it is 
already the practice to dictate entries, 
drafts of deeds, affidavits, c a s e s tocoun- 
sel, and the m ultitude of other docu­ 
ments that law yers are called upon to 
prepart', and have them copied from 
shorthand instead of from rough drafts 
scribbled in a longhand which, from 
the habit of alw ays w riting against 
time, 
rapidly 
degenerates 
into 
a 
wretched scrawl. 
“ Barristers dictate tlici»* opinions, 
insurance officials dictate tin* written 
pa»*ts of policies, 
surveyors dictate 
their reports and specifications, build­ 
ers and engineers dictate their detailed 
estimates, and the general tendency is 
to reiv more and more upon dictation 
to a shorthand w riter as a means of 
drafting papers. Experience has satis­ 
fied m ercantile men 
that they can 
trust shorthand in this way.

clerk who wrote it m ay have left 
them, if they insist that his successor 
shall write the same system, there w ill 
be no diliiculty in getting the notes 
accurately read and transcribed. This 
is w hy so m any em ployer 
1 take a 
point of requiring that a ! 
tlx-ir short­ 
hand clerks shall write phonography. 
A ll kinds of memoranda, instructions 
to assistants, notes of orders received, 
of appointments to be kepi, and of all 
filings to hr done, m ay lie as well 
made 
in shorthand as in longhand. 
I ‘orrespmidenee from branch offices to 
the central office may take place in 
short hand.

Capt. W ith ers, bound from London to 
Lyttelton, 
New Zealand. 
W e were 


¿bout LOGO miles south of the Cape of 
Good Hope, a very cold latitude in the 
month of October.

batrosses and noollymocks over the

W h en I got on the poop, no one 
else being there but th*- man at, the 
wheel, I found m y line had got tan­ 
gled with the rudder.
